more exemplary and speedy punishment than the 
asual forms of the Law willallow, all Officers, Engineers, 
Suldiers, Marines, Seamen and all others belonging 
to the said Marine Establishment who should mutiny, 
or stir up sedition, or should desert the said Service, or 
should commit any other offence which in its nature 
would be cognizable by Court Martial under the now

And whereas it is deemed expedient to place the 
Indian Navy under Articles and Orders as nearly 
similar as may be to those in force in Her Majesty’s 
Navy, and the Court of Directora of the East India 
Company have given their previous sanction to the 
several enactments hereinafter contained, and to all 
and singular the Laws and Regulations hereby made. 
Now it is therefore hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day of the Arti- 
cles and Orders hereinafter following as well in time 
of Peace us in time of War shall be duly olserved 
and put in execution in manner hereinafter mentioned. 

1. All Captains, Commanders, and Officers, in or 
belonging to any of the Eust India Company's Ships 
or Vessels of War shall cause the public Worship of 
Almighty God according to the Liturgy of the Church 
of England established by Law to be solemnly, order.

8. Wf cny Officer, Engineer, Soldier, Marine, 
Seaman or other person belonging to the Indian Navy 
shall give, hold or entertain intelligence to, or with any 
Enemy or Rebel without leave from the Queen's

so offending and being thereof convicted by the sen- 
tence of a Court Martial shall be punished with death, 
or such other puuishment.as the nature and degree of 
the offence may deserve or the Court Martial shall 
impose.

Discipline in the India Navy. 





Whereas by an Act cf the British Parliament 
passed in the Session held in the Sd and 4th years of 
His Ive Majesty King William the 4th, intituled 
“An Aca for +ffecting an atrangemont with the Kast 
Tadia Company, and for the better Government of 
His Majesty's Indian Territories till the 30th day of 
April 1854"—Ic is among other things enacted, that 
th» Governor General of India in Council sball have 
power to make Laws and Regulations for repealing, 
amending or altering any Lawa or Regulations what- 
ever then in force, or thereafter to be in force in the 
suid Territorier, or any part thereof, aud tomake Laws 
and Regulations for all nersons whether British or 
Netive Foreigners, or othera, and for all Courts of 
Justice whether established by His Majrsty’s Charters 
cr otherwise, and the ju ction thereof, and for all 
places and things whateoever within and throughout 
the whole or any part of the said Territories, aud for 
all Servants of the aid Company within the dom’.

the Fourth, the said Governor General in Council then 
had power to make any Laws and Regulations whut- 
suever, any thing in the said last mentioned Act, or 
any other Act or Acts to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. And it wasthereby provided and enacted, that in 
case the Court of Dircetors of the East India Com. 
pany, under the control of the Board of Commis:

3. If any Officer, Engineer, Soldier, Marine, 
Seaman or other person belonging to the Indian Navy 
shall give, hold or entertain intelligence to, or with any 
Knemy or Rebel without leave from the Queen's 
Majesty, or the Governor General in Council, or the 
Governor in Council of the Presidency under which 
they serve, or persons duly authorized, Commander in 
Chief or his Commanding Officer, every such person 
so offending and being thereof convicted by the sen= 
teneetof a Court Martial shall be punished with death, 
or such other punishment as the nature and degree of 
the offence may deserve or the Court Martial shall 
impose.

within twelve hours having opportunity so to do 
acquaint his Superior Officer, or the Officer Command- 
ing in Chief with it, or if any Superior Officer belonge 
ing to the Indian Navy being acquainted therewith 
shall not in convenient time reveal the same to the 
Officer Commanding in Chief the Squadron, every such 
person so offending and being convicted thereef by 
the sentence of a Court Martial shall be punished with 
death, or such other punishment as the nature and 
degree of the offence shall deserve und the Court 
Martial shall impose. 

5. All Spies and all persons whatsoever who shall 
come or be found in the nature of Spics within the

shall not use his utmost endeavors to suppress the

Whereas questions have lately been raised as to | 
the liability of persons of the Family, Household 
and Retinpe of His blighvess the Nabob of the 
Carnatic to the process and jurisdiction of Courts 
of Justice, and it is deemed expedient that. provi- 
sion. should be made for protecting by legislative 
enactment, under the qualifications hereinafter 
mentioned, certain individuals of the Family, 
Household and Retinue of his said Highness 
from any such liability, dud from claims and Jiti+ 
gation tu establish any such liabjlity: 


I. It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the Governor in Council of Fort Saint 
George to publish, from time to time, in’ the
